The American Embassy in Moscow, noting re- 
cent signs of stress within the leadership, has raised 
the possibility that the illness was politically caused. 

As yet there are no good indications what impact 
Kozlov’s apparent incapacitation has had on the dis- 
tribution of power within the ruling hierarchy.
